Scores of them were burned 
W ednesday ami hundreds were taken 
out to sea and thrown overboard.

m ount quest ion aud nothing that will 
tend lo prevent the outbreak of an 
aw ful pestilence is being neglected.

Inter­ 
mingled w ith them ar.- to be found the 
caresses of horses, chickens, dogs and 
rotting vegetable m atter, 
Above all 
rises the foulest stench that ever ema­ 
nated from any cesspo >1, absolute sick­ 
ening in Its intensity aud most danger­ 
ous to health in its effects. 
Along the 
strand adjacent to the gulf front where 
are located all the big whol- sole w are­ 
houses and stores the situation almost 
defies successful review. 
Great stores 
of fresh vegetation have Im en invaded 
by the incoming waters aud are now 
turned into garbage idles of most (^foul­ 
ing odors. 
The gulf w aters while on 
land played at will w ith everything, 
sm ashing in doors of stores, depositing 
dead bodies of hum ans and anim als 
whi-re it pleased end then receded, leav­ 
ing the wreckage to tell its own tale of 
how well the work had been done. 
As 
a result the great |w arehouses are foul 
tombs wherein are to be found the dead 
bodies of hundreds of hum an K angs,the 
carcasses of horses, cows, dogs 
and 
chickens, midst all the rotting and de­ 
caying cabbage, potatoes, onions, bana­ 
nas and tru it of every kind, adding to 
the odor and almost defying auy invas­ 
ion from relief parties. 
It will never be known how m any 
have lost their lives in this aw ful catas­ 
trophe. 
Estim ates run all the way from 
1000 to 10,000. 
The form er figure is 
given by Lieutenant Perry, an aide on 
General McKibbou’s staff. 
His estim ate is laughed at by a num ­ 
ber of men who have been in Galveston 
and returned here earlier in the week, I 
they claiming that at least 2500 bodies . 
were buried or carried out to sea in the I 
barges before Lieutenant Perry arrived.

The great trouble now seems to be that 
those people who are in the greatest 
need are, through no fault of those in 
charge of the distribution, the last to re ­ 
ceive aid. 
Many. of them are so badly 
maimed aud wounded that they are u n ­ 
able to apply to the relief committee, 
♦ad the committees are so overwhelm ed 


by direct applications that they na.* 
been unable to send out messengers. 
The wounded everywhere are still 
needing the attention of physicians and 
despite every effort it is feared that a 
number will die liecanse of the sheer 
< physical impossibility to afford them the 
aid necessary to save their lives.

man in Galveston who is able to work 
is doing relief w ith all the energy of 
which he is capable. 
But despite their

Vice President and General Man­ 
ager Leroy Price of the Internation­ 
al & Great Northern system spent 
.several hours in the city yesterday. 
Mr. T rice had just come up from 
Galveston where he had been look­ 
ing over the situation since the 
great storm. 


To an Eagle rej»orter he said: 
“ The situation is as bad as it can 
be and the English language is 
wholly inadequate to describe it.

Ron*ton, Tex., Sept. 13.—Houston it 
now’ the hare ti of the unfortunate peo­ 
ple of Galveston. 
Trams have already 
brought in between HIK) and HHK) of tho 
survivor* and a motley crowd they are. 
Men bareheaded, barefooted, hatless and 
coatless, w’ith sw elled fleet aud bruised 
and blackened bodies aud heads were 
numerous. W omen of wealth and refine­ 
m ent frequently hatless and shoeless, 
w ith their gowns in shreds, wore among 
the refugees. 
Sometime* there would 
be a man, w ife and a child or tw o, but 
these cases were rare, I ss'a use a few of 
of those who eaine tip hod not suffered 
tho loss of one or more members of tho 
fam ily—som etimes all. 
N ever were there so m any sad hearts. 
Men beroft of w ife and children; women 
w ho were widowed; children who wert' 
parent less—if was enough to touch the 
heart of any one, and it did so. 
Never 
was there more heroism shown. 
Al­ 
though u week ago these people had hap­ 
py homes and were basking in the light 
of prosperity, ami are now homeless, 
penniless aud w ithout raiment, they 
boreanp grandly. 
True, they all wore : 
sail expressions, brit t here was no w h im ­ 
pering, no com plaining. 
They were all made to feel that H ous­ 
ton is now’ their home, that they are 
welcom e and that everything for their 
comfort and welfare is lieing done. They 
are tieing fed and housed and those in 
need of m edical attention are placed in 
the hospitals where they received every 
cure and are kindly adm inister d to. 
It ha* been a great relief to the refu­ 
gees to reach Houston. 
Many had tasted little or no food since 
Saturday and had no rest ami virtually 
no sleep. 
They had been wandering 
aim lessly alsm t the places where their 
homes had been, they had boen nause­ 
ated by the aw ful stench arising from 
the dead. 
It was a surcease, a relief 
from those horrible scenes which cannot 
be seen in a nightm are or could not {lass 
through the brain during mania potu.

Cen I rl bul Inn* Coming from AII Turf* of 
A m arin* .n il E n glan d . 
Brinston, Sept. 13.—From all part* of 
th e United States and aoatn portion* of 
England many thousands of dollar* are 
pairing into thi* city for the relief of 
Ti'xas storm sufferers. 
Trains loaded 
with provisions and clothing ani also 
hurrying toward Houston and Galva*- 
ton. 
Tile estim ate of the dead still vary. 
Mayor Jones of Galveston m aintains his 
opinion, given earlier, that the number 
w ill be no less than SHOO, 
Property hom­ 
es are rn DOU tin g higher as further de- 
tails arrive and some estim ate* for the 
city of Galveston roach as high as |2(>,- 
000,000. 
There are *45,OOO hom eless in that city 
to be taken car* of, and it is a question 
whether Galveston ran or will be rebuilt. 
There seem* to Is- a disponition on the 
part of the leading citizen*, how ever, to 
start resolutely where the storm left off 
and raise a new city from the ruins of 
the old. 
M ilitary are patrolling the afreet* and 
I looting has been given a setback. 
Sev­ 
eral additional eases have been reported 
where vandal* have been shot down 
w hile robbing tho dead but the troops 
are rapidly gaining control of the law’- 
loss element. 
Those who can get away are leaving 
Galveston as fast a s horns eau put them 
ashore. 
They have quit burying the dead aud 
the bodies are taken to sea or burned. 
Squads of men are on gag! d in looking 
for corpses and burning them as fast as J 
J found. 
Manager Van Vleck, of tho Southern 
Pacific, is harrying material to Virginia 
Point for rebuilding the bridge. 
Work 
w ill Isl com men cod at once. 
All the railroads are bonding all their 
e n e r g i e s toward getting people out of 
Galveston and free 
transportation is 
being offered. 
Everybody is at work cleaning up and 
disinfecting. 
All unemployed w hites and blacks 
have been corralled and put to work 
cleaniug up the debris for a passageway 
for vehicles through the street*. 
Charles Patterson, connected w ith the

W e buried a lady this after­ 
noon whose fingers bore the mark of a 
recently removed ring.

B. F. Cameron, from Stow ell, Cham ­ 
bers county, says that the relief party 
which w ent from Stowell to Bolivar re­ 
ported to hun that there was over 1000 
dead bodies on the beach ut Bolivar, in 
East bay, and in the salt marshes which 
lino the East bay. 
This party succeeded 
in burying only 40 of those people.
